
Venus Flytrap 

This model doesn’t really fly, but it 
might catch a fly if you try folding it 
out of sticky, smelly paper. But I’m a 
vegetarian, so I haven’t tried. 





White side up. Valley-fold and Blintz the four comers, 

unfold in half every which way. 





Petal fold the front 
and back flaps to 
form a bird base. 
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Blintz the left corners. 



Valley-fold and unfold. 



Swing the center flaps to the left. 
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Valley-fold and unfold 
diagonally through all layers. 
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Valley-fold in the left and right sides (they 
will overlap), while at the same time lifting 
up and folding points A , B C , and D to 
the center along existing creases. 
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Swing the top flap over as 
far as it will go, but you 
needn’t crease it — just get 
it out of the way so we can 
see underneath. 





Close back up the two edges 
to their original positions. 
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Release the three trapped 
corners. Unfolding partially 
makes this easier. 




Valley-fold top down to the bottom, while 
at the same time lifting up and folding 
out points A . B (similar to step 16). 


Valley-fold the four flaps, 
inserting them into the 
REAR pockets. 
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Reverse, reverse, reverse, 
reverse, reverse, reverse. 


Valley-fold. Repeat behind. 


Swing the flap to the right. 


Repeat steps 25-29 on this side.
